The descending 
beam struck the cage, throwing ont two of the men, and 
seriously injuring threo ; the rest escaped. Thelargeiass of iron, 
weighing wpwards of twenty tons, in its progress to the bottom 
struck to splinters all that it touched, carrying to the bottom 
masses of stone, bricks, wood and earth, and blocked up, as 
with a mass of rock, the mouth of the lowermost seam, where 
one hundred and seventy-six men were waiting for their turn 
to Бе hanled up to the light of day. There were others en- 
gaged in the mine which swelled the total to two hundred and 
fifteen souls at the time of the catastrophe. Sanguine hopes 
were entertained up till Tuesday that the rubbish which 
choked up the shaft would be so far removed as to place the 
captives within reach of assistance. That day a new catas-

THE GREAT THEATRE AT MOSCOW.—Ser Раве 945. 
La Scara at Milan, Her Majesty’s Theatre, the Paris Opera, 
the new Covent Garden, have all their dovoted admirers, who 
believe entirely iu their superior, size, elegance, or convenience, 
and potronise them sedulously; and they doubtless each of 
them boast of soma especial perfection which they hope to 
hold unrivalled. 

There is another candidate for universal admiration, how- 
ever, which, although it lies аһ an inconvenient distance for 
most travellers to tess its superiority, ranks high both for 
splendour of decoration and vns; extent of ares. This is the 
Great "'heatre of Moscow, erected under the superintendence 
of M. Albert Cavor, Architect to the Court of Russia. 

Of this magnificent edifice we lind a detailed description in 
Mr. Sutherland Edwards's new and interesting work, entitled 
“The itnssinns at Home.” From this we quote the following 
particulars :— 

“ There are five rows of boxes nt the Moscow Opera Honse, 
hesides an amphitheatro and a gallery, or * paradis, which 
occupies tho whole of the top tier. There are sixteen boxes 
onthe pit tier, thirty on the grand tier, or bel etage, and 
twenty on each of the amphitheatro tiers, Every box in the 
theatre has a room, or * cabinct, attached to it; those on the 
bot éage have ‘cabinets, which аго во many little drawing- 
rooms, furnished with sofas, mirrors, and damask hangings. 
Phe usual allowance of chairs for each box is six, but there ig 
різ Ау of room for ten or twelve persons, or even more, accord- 
іл toour Western notions of theatrical comfort, Each person 
taking a box is as much the proprietor of.it for the evening ag 
if it wero his ordinary residence. It holds as many as you 
like to put into it; and, of conrso, for this very reason it is в 
proof of very bad taste to fill it. 

“Тһе Emperor hae two boxes at the Moscow Theatre—one 
for gala nights in the middle of tho bel etage, very magnificent, 
and reaching to the tier above; the other a comparatively 
quiet affair on tho right of the stage, but, at the same time, 
the most richly-decorated proscenium-box ever seen. Adjoin- 
ing the latter is 2 lofty and eplendidly furnished drawing-room 
leading to a retiring-room. ‘These apartments, to which there 
is a special staircase and entrance, are always prepared for the 
Emperor when he is in Moseow. Opposite the ordinary 
Imperin! box is ono set apart for the Ministers of State. 

“For the general public there are on the ground fioor abont 
five hundred вав. Each stall is a separate armchair, in 
which you ean enjoy пе mnch space as you woulddesire in any 
drawing-room. ‘There ів а passage down the middle of the 
“stalls’—as in the pit of her Majesty’s, only wider—and there 
із a ракете all round them; во that at any period of the even- 
ine yon can walk quietly to and from your place without in- 
commoding either yourself or your neighbour. 

“It may be mentioned that behind tho stalls there are rows of 
sents with partitions (like the stalls at her Majesty's Theatre.) 
l'hey let for abont half the price of the stalls—two or three 
ronbles—during the performance of tho Italiane, and throo- 
quarters of a. rouble afterwards—and correspond to onr pit.
